16. The Old Glass, (a leading chief of 
the Arkansas party,) who has of late been 
telling his people that schools would do 
the Cherokees no good, called on us early 
this’ morning. He is now on his return 
from Washington, where he has been- as 
delegate for the Cherokees, who have gone 
and are going over the Mississippi. Tho” 
anxious to get to his family, he was per- 
suaded to wait and attend ourschool. He 
appeared highly pleased with the school, 
and expressed great satisfaction. He said 
the white people crowded upon them so 
much, that they must go over the Missis- 
sippi, blaming none, however, but those on 
their borders. He expressed his confidence 
in the good will of the general government 
and the good fcople, ag he called them, at 
the north, who wete sending teachers to 
instruct their red brethren. He said, 
schools wete very good for them, and ad- 
ded, “ As soon as we get aliule settled 
ove? the Mississippi we shall want schools 
there.” ; 

Brother Hicks, the Christian chief, left 
us an account of some of the customs of 
his people, which he had committed to 
writing at our request. Extracts follow :— 

“ The Cherokee people are divided into 
seven different clans, or classes, each hav- 
ing adistinct name. Noone is permitted 
to marry within his own clan ; the chil- 
dren always belonging to the clan of the 
mother, without any respect to the father. 

“ Murder committed by a of one 
clan on a person of another clan, is always 
punished with death ; but if the murderer 

and the murdered are both of one cian, it 


als are usually set apart for the boys to eat 
at day-break, and when the boys have eat- 
en, they go out of the town-house and are 
met in the entry of the house by young 
men who have a battle with them, which 
consists in pelting them with mud collect- 
ed for that purpose. 

« It is also a custom to give eagle-feath- 
ers as a tokenof friendsbip in making peace 
among red people. The doctors among 
the Cherokees suppose that cures are to 
be made in seven nights. During these 
cures the doctors are remarkably strict to 
keep out of the house, where the patient 
is, such persons as have been handling a 
dead body, or have any other ceremonial 
uncleanness.”

Milleretown, Juniata, Aug. 13, 1818. 
While exertions are making by the 
friends of Zion of different denominations,

We ascended the broken stairs of 
this very humble cottage, and while beholding 
the scene around us, conversing on the infancy of 
old age, or commending filial affection and piety, 
were all deeply affected. Many tears were shed 
on this occasion, and the sadness of the counte- 
nances improved the thoughts of the heart. It is 
grateful to a feeling mind to know, that several 
of the poor neighbors, when they can obtain fish, 
bring in small quantities as a present for their 
poor aged neighbor and his affectionate and at- 
tentive daughter. 

J. O. ten in family. This was one of the most 
affecting instances of poverty and misery we ever 
beheld. The cottage, the children and the moth- 
er, all exhibited the saddest proofs of extreme 
wretchedness. Despondency and gloomy apathy 
pervaded the whole family. With a pallid coun- 
tenance, eyes sunk into the head, and a vacant, 
dispirited aspect, she cast an impression of poig- 
nant griefon us all, and drew tears from every 
eye. You have suffered much? O yes, very 
much, we are barely alive. How did you live 
last winter? I don’t know, the Lord supported 
us, but we have been greatly distressed. Have 
you wanted bread? Yes, for many, many days.— 
Have you had potutoes? But very seldom. How 
then have you lived ? I can scarcely tell, limpets 
and burnt barley have been our chief support.— 
Oiten have these poor children been crying round 
me for bread. O! it made my heart ache to look 
at them, and hear theircries for bread—poor 
things, I had no bread to give them. We have 
sold every thing we had, even our poor cow is 
gone, and all to obtain bread. You must have 
suffered greatly asa mother, to hear the cries of 
your poor little ones around you for bread and no 
bread to give them. Vos have: they have 
ewe we gl“ 2OWn to the srave with their! 
distress. (This was uttered with such a tone of| 
real woe, and accompanied with such a Annd: of 
tears, that it shot throngh every vein, and reach-| 
ed every heart with the rapidity of lightning. )—| 
A momentary scene of unaffected grief followed, | 
and we looked at each other ina manner that} 
seemed to say, what a scene of undissembled woe. 
You have young children here. Yes, I had twins, 
avd have suffered very much indeed thro’ them. 
Had you no tea? © no, nothing but burnt barley 
corn: when we had bread, we could only allow 
the family to taste it once a day ; I weaned one 
child at tweive months old,but seeing the wretch- 
ed state of my family pining for bread, | kept the 
other child at the breast for many months, think- 
ing that my milk, though poor, would be some 
nourishment for the poor babe,and | knew I could 
live on limpets or any thing that we could get, 
but it injured me a great deal ; yet what could I 
do. O, it was very hard to see all my children 
pining for bread. Well, you have, indeed, abun- 
dant reason to bless God, that he, who feeds the 
}sparrows, has so kindly supported you and your 
little ones alive. Yes, the children are alive in- 
deed, but how long they will continue so I don’t 
know. Then you have no prospect of future sup- 
port. None at all; we must take whatever the 
Lord is pleased to sénd ws ; often while one child 
has been sucking, I have been obliged to take the 
other to the breast also, to stifle its cries trom the 
pains of hunger. It is natural to suppose - that 
each of us contributed a mite to this wretched 
family, and departed with such a variety of emo- 
tions as is not possible to describe. 

Many families are marked in the journal as 
“very poor,” or ‘* much distressed,” or “suffered 
greatly ;” many others have barely existed, while 
others have struggled hard to obtain bread by 
every possible means. 

A poor widow there has all her neighbors in a 
Sabbath School, and takes great pains in teaching 
them.—{ This speaks to America, whose prosperi- 
ty furnishes the means of doing so much more 
than the feeble ability of this ‘* poor widow.” ]
